Participants Differ, Stakes the Same 


At the request of small nations, the Big 
Four powers of the United Nations—the 
United States, Russia, Britain and France— 
are holding separate meetings in Paris to see 
if some method can be worked out to ap- 
proach the disarmament problem. 


In Korea, Communist truce negotiators 
have proposed behind-the-lines inspection 
by neutral observers and a “freeze” on troops 
and arms in Korea. This reverses a pre- 
vious.unbending stand by the Reds on these 
points, indicating that some progress may 
be ahead. ; a. 

In Paris and in Korea the Reds have 
taken parallel stands in the past about in- 
spection to insure any disarmament propos- 
als being kept. In Paris as in Korea the 
immediate question which arises from these 
compromise Communist proposals (Russia 
now appears to be agreeable to some sort 
of inspection) is “What neutral nations do 
the Communists have in mind to provide the 
inspection?” 

There is always a joker in Red proposals. 
Should they propose inspection by delega- 
tions from satellite nations, the proposal 


means nothing. 
. . = 


In the meantime, the Red buildup in 
Korea continues. Red airpower continues 
to challenge United Nations superiority, with 


indications that we are rapidly losing the‘ 


supremacy we formerly held. The longer 
the truce negotiations are dragged out, the 
stronger hand the Reds may figure they have 
in the deal. 

There is no reason to*expect that a truce 
in Korea is in the offing. The balance be- 
tween peace and an ever-expanding war is 
knife-thin. The Big Four disarmament con- 
ference in Paris and the truce talks in Korea 
are, for all practical purposes, one and the 
same. The Kremlin directs the show and we 
must be ready to counter whatever decision 
its masters make.

The United Nations will not be forced out 
of Korea without all-out war. Historically, 
this peninsula occupies a position in Asia 
similar to the Balkans in Europe. Following 
the Japanese victory over Russia at the turn 
of the century, the Japs annexed it. It be-

A Labor Decision 
Of Great Significance 


In Pittsburgh last week, a CIO glass work- 
ers union put teeth into its no-strike con- 
tract with a large glass company there. It 
is an example which should be followed 
throughout the nation, an action which could 
strengthen labor unions considerably and 
make their position more understandable to 
the public when real strife does occur. 

The action came after a walkout of 100 
first-shift workers in support of an employee 
who had been suspended for failure to follow 
instructions of a foreman. Within hours 
the union proclaimed the strike illegal and

As Relman Morin, AP analyst, points out, 
10 years ago this week the United States was 
involved in a diplomatic struggle with Japan 
to contain its aggression in Asia. Today we 
are as deeply involved with two of our then 
allies; Communist Russia and China, on the 
same issue. The problems remain the same. 
The stakes are the same—a frée and demo- 
cratic Asia, and ultimately the welfare and 
security of the United States and the rest of 


the free world.

As in 1941, we will continue to negotiate. 
As in 1941, we will continue to prepare for 
war. Intervention in Korea was the signal 
which finally awakened the American people 
to the fact there. was no peace, to the fact 
that the threat to the United States and the 
free world was just as great as in 1941. As 
Pearl Harbor did, also, Korea once again 
exploded the myth of the inyincibility of the 
nation’s might. 

We are fighting against time in Korea— 
hoping to gain the strength which can pre- 
vent the atomic war we fear. We are work- 
ing day after day to muster the strength of 
the nations still on this side of the Iron 
Curtain to the end that Communist aggres- 
sion can be contained.

Except for agreed-upon rest or relief 
periods, employees shall remain at work for 
their entire shifts and there shall be no indi- 
vidual or collective limitation or pegging of 
production. 

This may be a small straw in the wind, 
but let’s hope it can be extended to cover 
the whole scope of industry. Henceforth, 
at this small Pittsburgh plant any employee 


_ who strikes in violation of the contract or 


who engages in a slowdown will be fired 
without redress. 

The public is a little fed up with useless 
wildcat. strikes which apparently result in no 
benefit to anybody, but which can affect pro- 
duction in an entire industry or in several 
industries. In this period of crisis, these 
nuisance strikes gr slowdowns in industry 
cannot be condoned. In the whole field 
of labor relations, nothing can hurt the 
cause of workers more than disregard of the 
nation’s needs in a time of immediate threat.

Free of Crime 


There were six crime-free counties in Geor- 


gia during the past fiscal year. 


The local mar- 


shal may have locked up some drunks, or the 
city recorder may have sent some people to the city stockade in 
these counties... But insofar as the state prisons were concerned, 


these counties had a crimeless record. 


Corrections, in a report to be submitted to the Legislature next 
January, Will report that not a single person was sent to state 
prisons from the following counties: 


Clay, Echols, Lincoln, Quit- 
man, Taliaferro and Webster. 


Three of these counties are in 
southwest Georgia, two in north- 
east Georgia and one in south- 
east Georgia. 


Fourteen counties didn’t 
send any men or women to 
state prisons for committing 
felony crimes. They were: 
Appling, Bacon, Baker, Ca- 
toosa, Clay, Echols, Haralson, 
Lincoln, Quitman, Stewart, 
Taliaferro, Towns, Webster 
and Wilcox. 


An equal number of coun- 
ties—14—didn’t send any pris- 
oners up for committing mis- 
demeanor crimes. They in- 
cluded: Bryan, Chattahoochee, 
Clay, Echols, Glascock, Lincoln, 
Lumpkin, McIntosh, Quitman, 
Talbot, Taliaferro, Union, Web- 
ster and Wheeler. 

It is significant that two of 
the counties without state 
crimes were in the Pataula Ju- 
dicial Circuit in southwest Geor- 
gia, and two other perfect coun- 
ties were in the Toombs Judi- 
cial Circuit in northeast Geor- 
gia. Other counties in these two 
circuits had low crime records, 
likewise, making the circuits the 


. best in the state. 


In the Toombs circuit, Glas- 
cock County had no felony 
crimes and only two misde- 


meanors; Lincoln was crime- 
free; McDuffie had two felonies 
and six misdemeanors; Warren 
had one felony and five misde- 
meanors and Taliaférro was 
crime-free.. C. J. Perryman is 
superigr court judge and Cecil 
Davis is solicitor general. 

In the Pataula circuit, Early 
county had five felonies and 
four misdemeanors, Miller had 
one felony and two misdemean- 
ors, Randolph had three felo- 
nies and four misdemeanors, 
Seminole had one felony and 12 
misdemeanors, Terrell had four 
felonies and two misdemeanors 
and Clay and Quitman were 
crime-free. Walter I. Geer is 
superior court judge and R. A. 
Patterson is solicitor. 

In the crime-free counties, 
W. D. Clayton is city judge in 
Echols. The others have no 
city courts. 

Metropolitan Fulton County, 
with its half million inhabitants, 
led the state in the number of 
persons sent to state prisons. It 
sent 379 men and women, white 
and colored, to prison for fel- 
ony crimes and 1,280 to state 
prisons for misdemeanors. In 
the Atlanta area, DeKalb Coun- 
ty sent up 27 for felony crimes 
and 122 for misdemeanors and 
Cobb County sent up 16 #pr fel- 
ony crimes and 65 for misde- 
meanors.

The President 
Gets the Blame 


WASHINGTON—President Truman is taking 
a beating from his critics on the various scan- 


dals unearthed under his administration. 


The 


latest shake-up in the Bureau of Internal Revenue, involving 30 
new dismissals and forced resignations, has added fresh fuel to 
the flames already burning from other unsavory disclosures con- 
cerning thé RFC and the activities of former Chairman William 
Boyle Jr. of the Democratic National Committee. 


Because he holds the ap- 
pointive power under which all 
federal offices are filled, an ef- 
fort is being made to hold Mr. 
Truman personally responsible 
for the scandals that have been 
uncovered. 


That is as it should be, 
perhaps, for without such re- 
sponsibility on the part of the 
Chief Executive there would 
be no way for the people to 
demand an accounting when 
misdeeds occur under an ad- 
ministration. The President 
is the head of the administra- 
tion and, therefore, is blamed 
when things go wrong. 


In mitigation of the offenses 
charged to the President, how- 
ever, Gov. Sidney McMath of 
Arkansas has come forward 
with a point that takes the edge 
off some of the criticism in so 
far as it applies to the Internal 
Revenue Bureau scandals. 
These are undoubtedly the 
worst of the lot, for they get 
down to the basic thing of fa- 
voritism in the tax collection 
business. The administration 
will probably suffer more dam- 
age from this than any of the 
other scandals disclosed. 

Governor McMath pointed 
out that while the President 
makes the appointments, inter- 


nal revenue collectors are and: 


have for years been considered 
a’ matter of senatorial patron- 
age. The men who fill these 
key posts in the various states 
are handpicked by. the United 
States senators from those states, 
where they happen to be mem- 
bers of the party in power. If 
there is no administration sen- 
ator from the state, then the 
selection is made by the next 
ranking party official or group. 

Rarely does the President 
seeks to force his own choice on 
the party state organization or 
senators. About all the White 
House does is order a certain 
routine investigation of the fit- 
ness of the man recommended. 
Appointments are usually made 
as a matter of course. 

Hence the responsibility for 
placing dishonest men or mis- 
fits in the collectorship service 
rests as much or more with in- 
dividual senators as it does with 
the White House. The Presi- 
dent is merély the victim of 
bad appointments recommend- 
ed to him. 


The same thing applies in a 
large measure to various other 
federal appointments — VU. S&S. 
district attorneys, federal dis- 
trict judges, U. S. marshals, and 
many of the lesser offices in the 
government. Only in cabinet 
offices, Supreme Court justices 
and the major diplomatic as- 
signments does the President 
exercise a free choice. But even 
in these he is often subject to 
pressures. 

The best solution to scandals 
such as have occurred in the 
Internal Revenue Bureau prob- 
ably would lie in placing the 
bureau entirely under civil 
service, with all political pa- 
tronage eliminated. The Civil 
Service Commission could be 
relied upor®to make’the bureau 
function as a career service. 
Already proposals to this end 
have been presented in Con- 
gress. Something may be done 
about it vat the next session. 

In the meantime, it is diffi- 
cult to say what effect the scan- 
dals will have on Democratic 
chances in the next election. 
Republicans are out to make 
the most of them, naturally, but 
the Democrats are at least able 
to say that they unearthed th® 
conditions themselves, as evi- 
dence of their determination to 
maintain clean government. 
Also, Mr. Truman, while mov- 
ing slowly at times, has not 
hesitated to chop off heads 
when he became _ convinced 
something was wrong.

Georgia’s Zeke Bratkowski, despite setting a new Southeastern 
Conference interception record of 29, also set two Southeastern 
Conference passing marks and bettered old Frank Sinkwich and 
Johnny Rauch throwing standards. 

The Danville, Ill., sophomore gained the most aerial yardage 
of any sophomore in the history of the league—1,578 yards, 
eclipsing the mark set by Florida’s Haywood Sullivan last year. 

His per-game average of 157.8 yards shaded the all-time SEC 
record set by Kentucky’s Babe Parilli last year. Parilli gained a 
147.9-yard median. 

His aerial yardage beat Sinky’s best year. Frank gained 1,392 
yards in the air in 1942 #11 games. Brat played only 10. 

Bratkowski’s 116 completions also topped the previous Uni- 
versity high of 98 completions, set by Johnny Rauch in 1947. 

Bratkowski placed second in the SEC in total offense this 
season, 12 yards behind Vanderbilt’s Bill Wade.

HOLLYWOOD—Glory be, we've met a worse 
housekeeper than we are. He’s a man and is paid 
a fabulous salary to do what comes naturally 
to us. He yearns over antique shops, haunts 
junk shops, buys stuff for which there is no 
apparent rhyme or reason, never throws away 
anything and joyously mixes and jumbles all 
periods together in a happy hodge-podge. 

Our man “housekeeper” is Russell Guasman, 
dean of Hollywood property men, and the man 
responsible for Universal-International Studios’ 
$8,000,000 prop department. 

Mr. Gausman, a pink-cheeked happy-dis- 
positioned gentleman now 59 years old, joined 
the movie industry almost before props did back 
in 1915 when the old Essanay Co. in Chicago was 
filming drawing room thrillers with Francis X. 
Bushman and Ruth Stoneman. No studio had 
any sizable stock of set furnishing then. 

“In fact, they didn’t worry about anything 
much but action in those days,” said Mr. Gaus- 
man. “You could send a company out at 8 o’clock 
in the morning to make a short subject and they'd 
come back at 5 p. m. with the thing finished.” 


Properties grew with the business and 
now Universal has several great storehouses 
full of some of the worthless—to anybody 
else anyhow—junk. Mr. Gausman not only 
has vaults filled with thousands of dollars 
worth of rare and beautiful Sheffield silver, 
bought with frozen assets in England, he has 
two lakes full of bass, a ranch and livestock 
department, including perhaps his oddest 
prop of all—Francis, the Talking Mule. 


We asked Mr. Gausman what his favorite 
prop was and he said hastily “not Francis or 
those fish, I tell you. Francis is the out-eatingest 
prop on the place and those fish. . .” : 

Mr. Gausman’s voice faded out and for a 
moment, sitting back of a mahogany desk in his 
pleasantly Georgian office, he looked distinct- 
ly melancholy. 


“You see we built the lakes to use in water 


scenes and they were lovely and hardly taxed 
the property department at all. Then frogs got 
into the. lakes and croaked so we couldn’t make 
sound sequences within miles of the water. So 


we stocked the lakes with bass to eat the frogs 
and I had just begun to relax and think nature 
was working with us when in’ flew a flock of 
herons and started gobbling up the fish.” 


At this time Mr. Gausman is plaintively 
pleading with the game wardens hereabouts 
to intercede on behalf of the prop department 
and get rid of the white herons but so far 
he’s having no luck. The game wardens 
think the white herons have a right to be 
there. So the fish are disappearing, the 
frogs are croaking, the herons are flourish- 
ing and Mr. Gausman is suffering. 


The prop department has a staff of 175 peo- 
ple, including decorators who can turn out 
sumptuous sets of all periods, and young Men wno 
push their carts on the sound stages to supply 
any small item needed in a scene—from a needle 
and thread to a turkey dinner. Mr. Gausman’s 
scouts haunt the Salvation Army and Goodwill 
stores for bits of flotsam and jetsam which might 
be useful at some dim and distant date. We went 
through one of the warehouses and saw row 
after row of bedroom furniture of all periods, 1n- 
cluding the ornate 1870 suites brought from the 
Mark Hopkins home on Nob Hill in San Fran- 
cisco a few years ago. There were period 
switchboards, pianos, including one marvelous 
old player with a sign’ which said, “music 
changed weekly.” There were law books and 
sidewalk clocks and machettes, hot water bottles, 
cosmetics and coffee grinders and stuffed animal 
heads. There is, in truth, pratically anything any- 
body might ever want for any purpose some- 
where in those dim caverns—and Mr. Gausman 
and his staff can find it on a moment’s notice. 

He still grieves for Emperor Franz Josef's 
carriage, which was brought to this country by 
Eric von Stroheim and which was burned ina 
warehouse fire a few years ago. But he does not 
miss his extravagant stock of elegant period 
bathtubs. ’ 

“I got rich renting them out to other studios 
when we weren’t using them,” Mr. Gausman 
said. “So now I’ve told the other fellows to 
buy themselves some bathtubs and I’ll give them 
a chance to get some of their money back by pay- 
ing them rent for a change.” é 


Good Posture 


Improves More 
Than Figure

It’s all very well to recom- 
mend that we pull up with the 
girdle muscles and lean against 
the backbone to have a glamor- 
ous posture... but what to 
do when .-the up-pull doesn’t 
hold? That’s the gist of the 
complaints on posture instruc- 
tions. : 

Well, staying-power comes 
with putting gimp in the brace 
of girdle muscles. The: method? 
It’s exercise, but don’t turn 
away bored, for they are richly 
rewarding. Putting tone back 
into these interlacing middle 
muscles has a whole chain of 
good effects. Exercise of these 
big muscles improves systemic 
functioning, gets the circulation 
up and doing, spruces up the 
posture and streamlines the fig- 
ure. 

To counteract gravity, take 
part of the shaper+uppers with 
feet elevated. The} position it- 


self is a corrective\ as it tends 
to encourage the internal. or- 
gans to assume a nor > high 
position. Also, it prevents the 
possibility of any strain from 
exercise. 

Position: Lying on back on 
floor, feet elevated on low 
bench or chair seat, arms down 
on floor at sides. 

Movement: Raise one leg 
straight up in thé air, to right 
angles, and at the same time 
fling arms back on floor be- 
yond head. As you do this, pull 
up and in firmly with the lower 
adominal muscles, press small 
of back smack against the floor 
and stretch slim through the 
entire midsection. The stronger 
the uplift, the better the reflex 
contraction of the adominal 
muscles. Repeat about eight 
times, later more. Finish by 
resting with flexed knees hug- 
ging chest. 

The second exercise stretches 
the midriff and whittles the 
waist. 

Position: Lying flat on back on 
floor with legs straight down 
on floor, both arms straight out 
at sides on floor, in line with 
shoulders. 

Movement: Flex left knee to 
chest, pull up and in with lower 
abdominal muscles to press 
small of back to floor. Now 
twist gently at waist, swing left 
knee across and try to touch 
knee point to floor on opposite 
side. Slide foot down, flex op- 
posite knee and twisting gently 
at waist, slowly lower knee 
point to floor on other side. 
Repeat not more than six times 
as a starter. 

The best exercise is the con- 
tinued practice of good posture. 
» + « SO practice that up-and-in 
pull while sitting, standing and 
moving. Don’t try to hold your 
stomach in... hold up and 
in with those important figure 
controlling muscles.

LITTLE SUPPER MENUS 
1. Cheese French toast, crisp bacon, red currant jelly, and 
fresh homemade applesauce. 
2. Creamed dried beef in bunnettes, cottage-fried potatoes, 
wilted lettuce or greens, milk. 
3. Hot pork sausage patties, apple fritters dusted with pow- 
dered sugar, cane syrup, home-canned fruit. 


CHEESE FRENCH TOAST is made by mixing together one 
egg and one cup milk, then adding one cup shredded aged cheese, 
Into this mixture dip slices of day-old bread. Drain and pan 
fry slowly in melted butter or margarine. To prevent sogginess, 
either dry fresh bread in the oven about 10 minutes or chill it 
thoroughly. 


CREAMED DRIED BEEF in Bunnettes is made by hollowing 
out the centers of hamburger buns. (The modern version of 
bread.) Spread hollows with butter or margarine. Toast shells 
until golden brown and crisp. To serve, fill the bunnettes with 
creamed dried beef or any cooked meat you may have in the 
refrigerator. e 


APPLE FRITTERS are almost “old hat.” If you don’t have 
a recipe, here is an easy one: Slice apples and sprinkle with 
lemon juice. Make a batter by beating one egg yolk and adding 
one tablespoon melted butter, 3% teaspoon salt and % cup milk. 
Add % cup flour, stir until smooth. Add another % cup milk, 
Beat egg white until stiff, then add one tablespoon sugar. Fold into 
flour mixture. Dip apple slices into batter and fry about two 
minutes in deep hot fat (375 degrees). For old-time’s sake, dust 
them with powdered sugar and a dash of cinnamon.

Since moving the correspond- 
ent has gained 40 pounds for 
no apparent reason. Her hus- 
band has not gained weight but 
he has grown logy and some- 
what short-tempered. 

Before moving to Michigan 
their 4-year-old child had ceased 
wetting the bed. Soon after 
they moved to Michigan the 
child began wetting the bed 
again and the habit continues 
although the child is taken up 
several times in the night to 
go to the bathroom. The cor- 
respondent supposes it is far- 
fetched to assume this bed-wet- 
ting might be caused by iodin 
deficiency. 

Many physcians 
have reported that correction 
of iodin deficiency seems to cor- 
rect bed-wetting in many in- 
stances.

The correspondent, and in- 
deed every one who has had 
manifestation of iodin deficien- 
cy for many months, needs not 
merely the minimum daily re- 
quirement of iodin which nutri- 
tion authorities agree that every 
child or adults needs to prevent 
simple goitre and other defi- 
ciency conditions, but for the 
first month or two at least 10 
times as much, in order to cor- 
rect the trouble. This applies to 
the correspondent and to her 
child—and it can do no harm 
for her husband to follow suit.

The legislative committee investigating the Georgia Wel- 
fare department will take a close look at the state’s increased 
old-age pension checks Tuesday. 


Sen. Arch Farrar of Summer- 
ville, acting chairman, said the 
committee will call in Charles 
Doolittle, Welfare department fi- 
nance officer. “We want to find 
out how this new pension money 
is being spent,” Farrar said. 

Gov. Talmadge recently made 
funds available to increase old-age 
assistance payments about $10 
million a year, and beginning Oct. 
1, monthly pension checks were 
increased about $7 for each of the 
approximately 95,000 persons on 
the old-age assistance rolls. 

The legislative investigating 
committee, which conducted ex- 
tensive hearings last spring, met

Farrar said the group might rec- 
ommend legislation curbing some 
of the regulation-making powers 
of the Welfare department.
